DETAILS ON B A B Y ’S DIET 
It is easy sometimes, in working 
t menus fo r y our baby to over- 
i alphasize certain portions of the 
diet. Take milk, fo r instance. Now 
milk is a food vital to every b a b y ’s 
diet, but because o f all the enipha- 
is placed on it there is a tendency 
to stress its importance a t the ex ­ 
pense of oth er foods. It is ju s t as 
essential th at y our baby have other 
food to supplemen t the milk diet— 
"ran g e juice and tom ato juice, for

Now these strained foods 
add needed vit amins an d minerals 
and are an

when baby is h u n g ry and his in te r­ 
est is keen. And give j u s t a small 
taste a t first, too, say a teaspoonful

public parks and railw ay station 
grounds is the carp et bedding fash­ 
ion followed, in which plants are 
required to su rren der their indi­ 
vidual charm , and becom e m erely 
pigm ents with which a gard ener 
em broiders p atterns on the lawn. 
F o rm al beds now do not call for 
stiff and form al planting, but in

n atural grace and beauty, so ar­ 
rang'd, as to both form and color, 
th at the feeling of balance essen­ 
tial to any good design Is pre­ 
served. 
Such arrangem ents are depend­ 
ent upon skillful color grouping 
for their major charm; and whera 
can be found a greater opportunity 
for the pleasing use of color than 
in a garden? 
F low ers are color. 
They afford 
an infinite range of m aterial ready 
to the hand of the artist who would 
combine them in a picture. 
It is 
not strange that the wave of color 
consciousness 
whi h 
has 
spread 
over the world and so strongly in­ 
fluenced our fashions in dress and 
decoration should focus in our gar­ 
dens. 
The layout of the sm all garden 
is tied directly to the plan of the 
house. D irect and inviting com m u­ 
nication betw een house and garden 
is im portant, so that the m axim um 
use of the outdoor departm ent of 
the 
home, 
“ the 
outdoor 
living 
room ," m ay be enjoyed. 
And a vegetable plot, where fresh 
and tender vegetables can be picked 
a few m inutes before it is tim e to 
cook 
them, 
com pletes 
the ideal 
sn all gard en design. 
In the illus­ 
tration, it is shown directly off the 
kitchen door, separated from tile 
ornamental garden by a hedge, but 
contributing an attractive as well 
as useful featu re to the sm all hom e 
grounds.
